At oae jiart of tfceii- joiii ii^> iUey had io imireh 
through a barren, arid desert, where every drop of water was precious, 
the heat was intolerable, and it was diflicult to obtain provisions. Ten 
thousand Turks preceded the Christian Army, despoiling all tho towns 
through which they had (o pass, and desl rnyiiijr all Ui'» <?;ores of food. 
:Mon, women and horses foil by the way, ana died on ibe sandy piains 
by the meet fearful death. 

Sufferings of the Crusaders. 

Arriving hL-foie AutiucJi, ihev uiiu i-'n-^'y io the plate, but soon their 
provisions were exhausted, and want began to make itself felt.

Surrounded by every l<i:;d of earthly misery, the soldiers besran to 
raise their tlioughts towards heavenly tr.fnss, and listen to the exhorta- 
tions of the clercy. who besought them to repent of their sins, and 
serve <3od with greater caraes'ness and devotion. 'With iac-reapo nf 
devotion came Increase of irr.j-i hi Cod, ami greater determination s>n lhe 
part, of the men to lei tio!i«»S cause them So swerve from 'he work 
they had undertaken. Fre:r. that time their forr.jnc-s began in mend, 
and before lonr: they were in po.si^ssion of Jerusalem. ' 

Xow, if these men would willingly face such hardship, and exhibit 
such fai:h and devotion for such a cause, ought r.ot we i'o bo wiiltaa; 
to endure toil and sarrilire for i briM';? sake? 

Christ's Beautiful Promise.

On reaching the shores, however, we 
found that the water was only a 
few Inches deep and covered with a 
hard surface looking like pink 
marble. 

"This Is an Immense deposit of 
soda, which was bored and found to 
extend ' to a considerable depth, 
thus indicating un area of at Ipast 
twenty square miles of solid soda."

All the streets 
in one arroiidisemeui in the south- 
eastern sectiou, are running rivers. 

In the surrounding country, condi- 
tions are far worse. The regioa of 
Inundation is steadily enlarging, and 
villages, in scores of places, arr com- 
pletely submerged. 

The victims of the flood number 
more than a hundred thousand, and 
the monetary loss is incalculable. 
Thousands of poor are hopelessly 
ruined, and ar? fleeing to Pari?. 

The authorities are facing the sit- 
uation with brave hearts, and are 
bending their energies to the rescue 
of the imprisoned and the succour 
of the homeless. The public sub- 
scriptions opened by ilie newspapers, 
have reached nearly S10i).00O, while 
the He;l Cross and otiier relief 
societies iiavp gone nobly to work.

Eauey's Comet 

Fears are pvpreised in scientific 
circles that when Halley's comet be- 
comes visible, ihe fanatical aioham- 
medsnt- of India will incite a native 
uprising. Lord Crawford, es-presi- 
deui. of ihe Ahtroneinic Society, says 
thai agitators will seize the oppor- 
tunity to stir up the uneducated, 
superstitious natives, using the comet 
ns a fiery signal of Allah to drive 
out Christians. He has recommend- 
ed ihe government to issue placards 
with pictures explaining the phenom- 
enon throughout North Africa, aad 
especially in Egypt and ludia. 

Canadian Agriculture. 

In an address on ihp economic as- 
pects of agriculture, the Hon. Syd- 
ney Fisher, Minister of Agriculture, 
emphatically declared that Agricul- 
ture was now, and always would he 
Canada's greatest industry. !fc waa 
also clear, be said, that Canada was 
now one of the important agricul- 
tural countries of the world, and was 
destined to hecomo, perhaps, the 
greatest of all the agricultural pro- 
uiicKi-s. in ten years the value of 
Canada's agricultural production has 
increased from less than two hundred 
million dollars, to almost six hun- 
dred million dollars. Wheat was 
the staple hasis accepted as the 
measure of a country's agricultural 
importance, and in both quality and 
yield per acre, Canada was to-day 
ieaiiiut; the newer couutric-s, the re. 
turn per acre being ahead of that 
in the United States, the Argen- 
tine, Russia and Australia. , 

Cutting tSie Root. 

A <Jill prohibiting tbe manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors in the State 
of Tennessee, recently went into 
effect, and forty-one distilleries and 
five big breweries bave had to sus- 
pend their operations. 

One whiskey distillery, with head- 
quarters in Nashville, shut down 
its stills with its warehouses full. 
Otaer plants also closed with full 
stocks. Tbe breweries, it is said, 
will devote their attention to the 
manufacture of soft drinks. 

This seems a better plan -than, 
merely closing a few saloons, it 
goes to the root of the matter, and by. 
cutting off the supply of liquor, al- 
together makes it impossible for any- 
one ii tbe state to obtain it. It is 
a pity that this plan could not be 
universally adopted. 

'asaaicaiis and Ikdjrcoty. 

The position of Jamaica, with re- 
gard to reciprocity with Canada, is 
the subject of much discussion . ia 
the inland. Recently, a Royal Com- 
missiou was appointed to deal with, 
the matter, and the Jamaican 
merchants took a stand agaiust si-/ 
preference being given to Canadian 
products, unless Canada undertook 
the resiNsnsibility of arranging t&at 
Jamaica shall retain Ihe advant- 
ageous position she now holds with 
fL-gari! lo --User aiarkrlp. «nfsb!y. 

The reasoa for this attitude is 
clear. The principal Jamaican ex> 
pons to Canada, are sugar and 
fruit, and the urade is smal!, wliils 
the irade with She Cnited States is 
largi>. Lssi year, for instance, the 
Hritfeh colony sent over 14,000.909 
bunches of iiansnss to tho United 
Sups , besides .oranges, pimento. 
eoffee. cocoa, mm, etc. Jamaican 
taoanas cnier the Tailed States fre® 
of duty.

NO NEED OF RACE TRACKS. 

In this issue we print some of the 
evidence given before the Anti- 
Gambling Commission, by a Toronto 
Police officer, by which it will be 
seen that the race track is a source 
of unmitigated evil, and the quicker 
a community can be freed from its 
contaminating influences, the better. 
The moral sense of the public is, on 
the whole, strongly against belting 
and gambling. There are, however, 
those, who favour the continuance 
o[ the rtiro trad:, and ueuing, and 
do ao on the plea that race horses 
are necessary to the perfecting of 
useful bieeds of horses, but we 
think that the evidence of the Min- 
ister of Agriculture should effectu- 
ally explode that fallacy. As will be 
seen elsewhere, lie does not think 
tnat ■ the strain ot the racehorse is 
Calculated to improve Canadian 
Btock; there le, therefore, no reason 
(Whytbe race track should exist. We 
Bo not, however, think that the abol- 
ition of the race track would totally 
abolish bettiag, although It would 
remove one great inducement, for 
some men have so developed tho 
gambling habit, that they, will bet 
on anything. We should, therefore, 
like to urge young people to read the 
cases cited by the Police Inspector, 
in order thnt they may turn away 
from anything ot this character. In 
.workshops and factories there are 
])lonty of inducements to bet, pre- 
sented by the bookmafter, and un- 
less young people arc delivered from 
the temptation, bv Grace Divine, to 
Indulge In these tilings, there will 
te presented a great snare. 

We also wunt to say, that should 
nny of our renders be entangled in 
thij mcshCB of the gambling mania, 
there Is freedum to bu obtained by 
the strength that Cod supplies 
through His beloved Son.

His Worship Mayor Taylor, Vancouver,

GREAT gun has for

' "The torpedo." said the captain of 
ft Dnttle-shlp, to me one night at a 
dinner, "Is more or le3s of an ex- 
perimeat, a toy.

You look about and observe your 
companions In the lethal chamber.

And the eleventh, the uuiiec- 
cessary one, the other outsider — ho 
Is the umpire; he wears the single 
stripe of the ensign, a commissioned 
officer, nnd he Is just about as keen 
ns you nre to keep things straight, 
to omit flnre-backs, side-step the 
bursting of powder-hags, and lasso 
over speed.

halia. 

Changing at Moc, we boarded the 
contractor's train for Thompson 
River. This is a very narrow- 
gauge track, and the rolllng-stocfe 
looks insignificant compared with: 
the engines and bogie carriages on 
the main lines. Each passenger hag- 
to sign a docket form, freeing- the 
contractor from all liability Sn caw 
of accident. However, there is Uttls 
fear of the engine getting 'hot 
boxes' from furious driving, as tba 
train simply meanders along, and 
we took folly three hours to cent* 
plete the twenty-one miles' journey.
